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VERDICT OF OHIO CORONER 
IGNORES GUINEA PIG TEST 


Sacrifice of ‘Two Animals in Experiment in Connection 
With Columbus Police Mystery Now Said to Have 
Been Unnecessarv—Protests Pouring In 


COLUMBUS, O., Dee. 5 (Special)— 
That two guinea pigs were burned 
alive in a furnace, without in any 
officials in their 
investigation, is the view held gen- 
erally here today following the offi- 
cial verdiet of the coroner in the 
Sheatsley police mystery case. 
verdict ignores the evidence of the 
pathological experiment, officially 
declaring the cause of the Sheats- 
ley case to be just the opposite from 
the cause ascribed by the officials 
animals. 

The verdict, announced by Jo- 
seph A. Murphy, coroner, has fur- 
ther stirred champions of the dumb 
animals, including members of the 
medical ‘professton and humane 
workers. Even Dr. H. M. Brundage, 
the pathologist, who conducted the 
experiment, said that he had re- 
ceived information that the Colum- 
bus Academy of Medicine is being 
urged by prominent physicians to 
take action in the case.

Hie said the results of the experiment 
would have been questioned in court 
had they been unconscious. 

Dr. Brundage said he possessed a 
written order from John R. King, the 
county prosecutor, that the animals 
be sacrificed in an effort to clear up 
the Sheatsley mystery. Mr. King de- 
clined to comment on the case. The 
pathologist declared he would not re- 
peat the experiment unless he was so 
ordered by a coroner or prosecuting 
attorney. 

Dr. Brundage exhibited, as did Dr. 
Long, letters received from all parts 
of the United States, condemning the 
experiment and the effect its publica- 
tion has had on the public thought. 

A flood of telegrams and letters 
also has been received by the Colum- 
bus Humane Society. Some merely 
express condemnation; others de- 
clare failure to take proper action 
will react to the discredit of the local 
community.

Net Beyond Solution 
It cannot be that the problems of 
the farmer are beyond solution. His 
business and his welfare are all 
governed by natural and inevitable 


laws. What is neceasary is an in- 
tensive study in order to find out 
what these lows are and provide for 
their application and observance. It 
is not so long ago that the financial 
ind monetary system of our Govern- 
ment was maintained in an illogical 
and haphazard way. Sometimes 
there was a greit abundance of cur- 
rency and credit, at other times 
there was a great stringency. After 
many repeated attempts at a remedy 
the whole subject was surveyed, all 
the facts assembled, the logical re- 
sults admitted, whether they ap- 
peared to be popular or not, and a 
xsovernment financial system adopted 
which was strong enough to meet all 
the requirements of the Great War. 
Without it disaster would have pre- 
vatled. 

Acting on a similar theory, I have 
intrusted what I believe to be a 
thoroughly representative and most 
ably equipped conference with mak- 
ing an analogous study of the farm 
problems. The members of this con- 
ference will be entirely free from any 
kind of political pressure in the con- 
sideration of these questions. The 
farm problem is not a political prob- 
lem, it is an economic problem. It 
must have an economic solution. The 
conference can take a broad and in- 
elusive view of the whole agricul- 
tural field, the production of fruits, 
grains, herds, and flocks, and all 
other toods and materials that come 
from the farm. Out of* their con- 
sideration I trust there may emerge 
a plan which will enable us to do for 
the agriculture of the Nation some- 
thing like what has been done for 
the finances of the Nation. 

Value of Co-operation 

We know by all experience that 
government subsidies or price- 
fixing would increase production and 
aggravate the evil. We might give 
away the surpluses or buy and store 
them indefinitely; atill the cost 
must come from the taxpayer, and 
the farmer is a taxpayer. But in 
the end these efforts always fail. 
The sound remedy is to reduce pro- 
duction, and that is a remedy which 
will automatically apply itself if 
there is not artificial interference. 
Another point of attack is better 
marketing. 

More than 


anything else, the 
farmer needs to know the truth 
thout himself and his business. He 
needs to understand al) the facili 
‘(ies that have been created, where- 
with he can help himself. He needs 
to studv them. and to learn to utilize 
them. both an individual pro- | 
ducer and through co-operative or- 
vanizations in buying and market- | 
ng. The time has come when the | 
ureat farmers’ organizal.ons must 
be somehow inked together in 
vreater and more effective co-op- 
erations than have yet been Known. 
Neither the Goverument nor the 
nstitutions of agricultural educa- 
tion, nor the benevolent purposes 
af society as a whole, can, in the 
end, do for the farmers the things 
that only the farmers can do for 
themselves. Eixperts and scientists 
may devise means to cheapen and 
increuse production. But there will 
he no cheaper or greater production 
unless the millions of farmers shall 
employ these means. Masters of 
business organization may work out 
plans for orderly production and or- 
derlvy marketing. But unless the 
farmers will adopt these plans, 
they will produce no advantage.

So far as actyYal possession of land 
is,concerned the old inequalities do 
not exist. But equalization of land 
holdings has not brought with it 
equalization of fortunes. In Russia, 
as everywhere else, there are good 
farmers and bad _ farmers: 
since the inauguration of the Wew 
Economic Policy the tendency in 
the villages has been for the clever 
and more industrious peasants to 
leaving their more shift- 
less fellows in the rut of poverty. 

One now finds very definite class 
lines in the Russian’ villages. The 
more prosperous peasant pays his 
taxes promptly and enjoys the bene- 
fit of a slight rebate for doing so.

The situation 
necessarily affects the offices of 
United States attorneys and there is 
need, the Attorney-General said, not 
only for a greater personnel in those 
Offices but in the salaries paid to 
them. 

The courts disposed of 46,909 liq- 
uor and tax-law cases in the year 
June 30, an increase over 
the previous year of nearly 4000, it 
was stated, and the aggregate 
amount of fines and forfeitures re- 
sulting fro mthese cases was $7.487.- 
000, also $2,000,000 greater than the 
previous year. 

The Attorney-General advocated 
greater use of the jail sentence as a 
“real deterrent” for violators of the 
prohibition laws, basing his remarks 
on a discussion of enforcement by 
Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt, As- 
sistant Attorney-General in charge 
of prohibition and taxation, which 
was included in the report.

BUILDING OF GIANT AIRSHIP 
AWAITS GOVERNMENT'S WORD 


British Monster Vessel 


Will 


Have Cuhbie Content of 


5,000,000 Feet, More Than Double the Size of 
ZR-3—Second Ship to Follow 


Specisl from Monitor Bureau 

LONDON, Nov. 24-—-The 5,000,000- 
cubic-feet airship, which is one of 
the two to be built as sanctioned by 
the late Labor Government, will be 
constructed by the Airship Guaranter 
Company, which is an associated 
company of Vickers, Ltd. 

This will be the first of the two, 
for, as Commander Burney sald re- 
cently to a representative of The 
Christian Science Monitor, “we are 
practically ready to go _ straight 
ahead as soon as Government sanc- 
tions the scheme.” Commander 
has advocated the airship 
for vears, and though his 
scheme has been modified. 
his persistence is to he rewarded. 

The new airship will have a capac- 
ity more than twice that of the ZR-3 
and 214 times that of R-34, which was 
the first airship to cross from Europe 
to America, and the only one so far 
to do the double trip, though no one 
doubts the ability of the ZR-3 to fly 
back to Friedrichshaven if necessary. 

The length of the Burney ship will 
be 695 feet. with a diameter at its 
greatest girth of 132 feet. Its total 
weight must not exceed 99 tons. It 
will be able to take 120 passengers 
with 19 tons of freight and with this 
load will have a range of 2500 miles.

‘it is usual to make only one ex- 
posure of each new arrangement of 
the doll, certain effects, such as 
hesitancy, deliberation, and the like, 
require additional] pictures, and the 
problem is to make neither too few 
nor too many, but just the proper 
number to make the action seem 
real when it is shown on the screen. 

Mr. Moss Writes His Own Plays 

Then, too, the total number of pic- 
tures to be made in any one action is 
-a very important consideration. Mr. 
Moss states that very often before 
attempting to put his dolls through 
certain actions it is necessary for 
him to go through the action himself 
many times and count the number 
of seconds it takes, then figure out 
the number of pictures required to 
make that action in the proper 
tempo. Furthermore, this as well as 
many other points must be taken into 
account when the scenarios for the 
dolls’ plays are written, since they 
differ materially from ordinary 
scenarios, and so Mr. Moss finds it 
necessary to write all of his own 
plays. It is really a combination of 
play writing and mathematics.

Natural scientists have recent- 
Iv succeeded in listening to the elec- 
tron. 

The vacuum tube amplifier in which 
the amplitication is carried to 100,000- 
fold. and with which 1.000 ,000-fold 
con be reached, mukes this possible. 
The sound produced by the electrons 
is caused by bombardment of the 
plate by electrons, released from the 
hot filament. It is these electrons, 
the smallest known particles of mat- 
ter, Which carry the current and 
which make the operation of the tube 
possible. The noise is theretore a 
fundamental property of electron 
emission, a characteristic of the elec- 
tron. 

These facts were brought out in a 
paper read by Dr. A. W. Hull of the 
research laboratory of the General 
Klectric Company, Schenectady. N. Y., 
at the annual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Physical Society at Ann Arbor, 
Mich., describing experiments con- 
ducted by Dr. N. H. Williams of the 
li niversity of Michigan and himself, 
in which they listened to electrons.

Only approximate values 
were obtained, however, By the pro- 
cedure used by Doctors Hull and 
Williams it is possible to obtain 
Values of high accuracy, thus 
ting an independent check on 
Millikun’s determination. 

The meastirements thus far made 
by this method give a value for the 
charge of the electron within 
half of one per cent of that obtained 
by Dr. Millikan. Though as vet less 
accurate than the results of the ex- 
periments of Dr. Millikan, these 
measurements are capable of refine- 
ment which may equal or exceed in 
accuracy the oil-drop method. The 
new method is applicable to investi- 
gations in other fields of research as 
well. The natural scientists made 
the measurements while working 
with radio frequuencies in the 
course of studying the tubes. The 
method can be use also for deter- 
mining whether one, two or another 
number of electrons are given off as 
a unit in electronic phenomena.

When is a domestic issue an international 
issue? The question is one already looming 
large in international 
affairs. It found place 
in public discussion first 
when the Japanese 
members of the Assem- 
ie bly of the League of 
tional Issues Nations at Geneva in- 

—— sisted that the question 


whether some point on 


which nations might disagree was in fact 
purely domestic, and therefore not subject to 
adjudication by the League, should be discussed 
by a competent tribunal. Japan being at the 
moment unpopular on the Pacific coast of the 
United States, the cry was raised that the Ori- 
entals were planning to take the regulation of 
immigration out of the exclusive control of the 
United States on the plea that it is not a domes- 
tic issue. That contention did not get very 
far; being quieted in the minds of reasonable 
persons by the denial on the part of the Japa- 
nese that they had the immigration issue in 
view. But it bobs up again in a new and unex- 
pected quarter. 3 

Representatives of most of the civilized na- 
tions of the world are now in conference at 
Geneva seeking some method of common action 
for checking the use of narcotic drugs. How 
ereat is the evil for which a remedy is sought 
need not now be set forth. Without echoing 
the alarmist stories which have appeared of 
late in the more sensational press as to the 
extension of the habit, it may at least be said 
that it does menace the well-being of a great 
number of victims, and that there is unhappily 
some evidence of systematic efforts to extend 
the narcotic traffic among school children. The 
public health service of the United States esti- 
mates the number of drug users at 150,000, but 
estimates of this character are of very doubtful 
accuracy. At any rate, Congress thought the 
situation sufficiently menacing to overcome its 
dislike for the League ef Nations and to appro- 
priate the sum of $40,000 to defray the cost of 
the participation of the United States in the 
conference under the auspices of the League 
at Geneva for the purpose of controlling the 
production and distribution of these drugs. 

The American spokesmen at this conference, 
Representative Stephen G. Porter and Bishop 
Brent, are not having an easy time in their 
efforts to bring the world to see the importance 
of the issue presented. The United States’ 
proposition is for the regulation of the pro- 
duction of opium and of coca, upon which most 
of the habit-forming drugs are based, with a 
view to the ultimate limitation of it to quanti- 
ties estimated to exactly meet the needs of the 
medical profession, and no more. [n theory it 
is apparent that the conference as a whole is 
in sympathy with the American position. 

We think there is no question as to the atti- 
tude of the delegates there in opposition to 
what they all recognize as a dangerous evil. 
jut like the whisky business in the United 
States a few vears ago, the growing of opium 
in certain countries, notably India. is a vested 
interest. Accordingly, the Indian delegate has 
voted against even the discussion of the matter 
of the regulation of production, on the ground 
that it is purely a domestic issue. The dele- 
gate from Great Britain has not as yet voted on 
this question. The Dominion of Canada has 
voted with the United Statesy while Australia 
has withheld its vote temporarily. It is ap- 
parent, therefore, that there is a difference of 
opinion amongst the representatives of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. In passing 
it may be noted that this divergence of opinion 
and this independence in voting manifested by 
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| tainly true that France 
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are a menace to the welfare of the whole world, 
and thefr export, openly or secretly, is not a 
domestic proposition, but an international evil 
of the very highest degree. As an international 
menace it must be subject to international comn- 
trol. We do not believe that the logic of this 
assertion can be successfully controverted. 


Attention has recently been called to a com- 
plete change in the relations of France with 
other countries.

is among the most ad- 
vanced and liberal coun- 
tries in the world. The Frenchman has only to 
cast his eyes around to see conservatism 
strongly installed in Italy and Spain; in Ger- 
many it is doubtful whether the democratic ele- 
ments can yet triumph; in England the Con- 
servative Party -has swept out of office the 
Labor Party; in America, although -+here is 
nothing reactionary about Republicanism, it is 
nevertheless true that the more conservative 
party has won the elections. 

It would be extremely ironical were France to 
be looked upon with some suspicion because it 
is more radical than the rest of the world. !t 
would be a curious commentary on the hasty 
judgments which were made last vear and for 
many months of the present year. Such a trans- 
formation should carry the lesson of the danger 
of generalizing about any nation because of the 
particular government it may have at a given 
moment, and of the policy which it may pursue 
in this or that vear. A little knowledge of his- 
tory convinces that, while the fundamental char- 
acter Of a people does not greatly change, the 
Outward manifestations of that | character 
change continually. 

Many years ago, Mr. P. G. Hamerton, dealing 
with the current theory that the French and the 
British were extremely unlike each other—so 
unlike each other, indeed, that thev could never 
come to an understanding-—showed that in 


| point of fact the French and the British at cer- 


tain periods of the past have been very like each 
Other. Their dissimilarity which is now apparent 
may easily be diminished once more. It was 
probably the influence of Puritanism in the his- 
tory of the English people which brought about 
a change in the mental habits of the nation, and 
determined the curious contrast that two peo- 
ples geographically so close to each other now 
present. 

It is unnecessary to go deeply into these his- 
torical matters: it is sufficient for the purpose 
to insist that all these attempts to emphasize 
differences are mistaken. They have certainly 
no historic basis, and in the light of even a little 


knowledge of the past are seen to be absurd. 


But one has no need to go back into remote 


' centuries to illustrate the folly of condemnations 


; 
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of whole peoples. When the war was over, both 
the United States and England took up a certain 
attitude toward Germany which was almost 
precisely the attitude taken up by France. But 
France stands in a peculiar situation with regard 
to Germany, and it was not surpgising that the 
French feeling changed rather tet slowly than 
the feeling of England and America. Neverthe- 
less, as American and British feeling changed, it 
was considered necessary to pass many harsh 
judgments on France because French feeling did 
not develop so rapidly. 

Now that there is so wide a metamorphosis 
of the war sentiment in France into the peace 
sentiment, it would be well not to let slip the 
opportunity of pointing the moral. The moral 
is that judgments passed upon any nation must 
necessarily be superficial and fugitive. They 
have no positive and permanent reality, they are 
merely relative to momentary circumstances. 
When one considers what was written against

to the criticism against the League Covenant, 
that it gave to Great Britain six votes which 
would always be cast as a unit. 

A shrewd sympathizer with the East Indian 
position quoted in the Monitor the other day 
set up the proposition that the use of opium 
was a mere domestic issue, and that, if the 
United States insisted upon endeavoring to pre- 
vent either the growing or smoking of opium 
in India, it would be giving countenance to in- 
terference with domestic matters by a foreign 
tribunal, and would be estopped from protest- 
ing against any endeavor of the League of Na- 
tions or other foreign agency to regulate im- 
migration, Japanese or otherwise, into the ter- 
ritory of the United States. The point raised 
is cleverly designed to start a fire in the rear of 
Representative Porter’s forces, and also to 
spread dissension among American advocates 
of the prohibition of the opium traffic. 

It has in it just enough of plausibility to add 
to the already great volume of evidence in sup- 
port of the proposition that some form of tri- 
bunal must ultimately be devised by which the 
shadowy line between domestic and interna- 
tional issues can be more definitely drawn. <A 
nation no more than an individual can be 
trusted to fix this definition for itself. TheJaw 
is adequate to deal with the individual who per- 
sists in the endeavor to do things harmful to 
society as a whole and meets all protests with 
the claim that it is his own business and is not 
to be interfered with. Every man, if he desires 
to live in civilized relations with his fellows. 
must surrender much of what, viewed ab- 
stractly, is matter of his own domestic concern 
aloné. And in the same way every nation must 
be prepared to sacrifice something of its na- 
tional pride and self-sufficiency if it is to live 
with its fellows on terms of amity or is to form 
part of a normally citilized world. 

We can sympathize with the plea that it may 
be difficult for India to suppress the manufac- 
ture and use of opium. 
toree of the statement raised by certain dele- 
gates that the trade in narcotics constitutes,a 
zreat source of governmental revenue in ce 
tain of the British dominions. We mav admit 
that as an abstract proposition the right to 
raise a crop or to use it may be regarded as a 
domestic issue only. But we maintain. never- 
theless, that the systematic growth. for the pur- 
pose of profit. of habit-forming drugs which 
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tendencies of France, one must be struck by 
their obvious falsity. Today France is not only 
desirous of a rapprochement with Germany, but 
is even doing its best to make friends with the 
great Russian nation. France was criticized for 
its reluctance to make peace with Germany: it 
may now be criticized for its willingness to make 
peace with Russia. 

Perhaps the lesson is that hasty judgments 
may always turn out to be unjustified, and that 
it is better to cultivate on all occasions more 
charitable views of nations of whose policy at a 
certain instant of time disapproval may be felt. 

A gentleman who owns and conducts a num- 
ber of hotels in several of the larger cities of 
the United States has 
been quoted as stating 
that in his estimation the 
tipping practice, so com- 
mon everywhere, is 
“basically wrong.” He 
has, thus far, proclaimed 
no very new or very 
startling truth. Nearly 
everyone will agree that what he says is the 
fact. But in the same paragraph, almost, he 
admits that every hotel manager takes into 
consideration, in fixing the wages of his em- 
ployees, the fact that their earnings are supple- 
mented by gratuities from those served. Every 
person who has cared to make even a superficial 
investigation of the matter has realized this. 
instances have been known where waiters in 
restaurants and hotels have worked for.nomi- 
nal wages, say a dollar a week. in order to re- 
ceive the generous favors of patrons of those 
places. 

Now the interesting part of the interview 
quoted is that in which this particular hotel 
proprietor declares it as his conviction that, 
no matter what steps are taken by emplovers 
and managers, the tipping evil, as he refers to 
it, cannot be corrected or stopped. In other 
words, he insists that no matter how high the 
wage scale or how severe the rule against tip- 
ping, patrons and employees will continue the 
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practice, the patron, of course, in the hope of. 


obtaining preferential treatment and better 
food, and the employee in the hope of increas- 
ing his earnings. Perhaps the conclusion is a 
premature and possibly an unsound one. 
There are, in many of the larger cities of the 


eastern section of the United States, restau- 


rants where the rule against tipping is rigidly 
and successfully enforced. These places are 
few, and, unfortunately, still in the minority. 
The gentleman quoted is credited with the 
statement that where tipping is forbidden the 
guests are obliged to pay a higher fixed charge 
for food and service. Theoretically, perhaps, 
this is true, but in actual practice it does not 
seem to be the fact.. The experience of most 
patrons of hotels and restaurants is that they 
are already paying, all the traffic will bear, and 
that the dollar a day, more or less, paid by hotel 
guests in tips, does not lessen the amount of 
their bill at the desk. 

No one would claim that the Pullman Com- 
pany would be able to charge more for service 
on its cars were it to pay its porters a living 
wage, instead of compelling the public to supple- 
ment, by liberal gratuities, the $60 a month now 
paid. Prior to the war period this wage was 
$30 a month, and it is not probable that sleep- 
ing-car tips are either larger or smaller now 
than then. 

The: experienced hotel man was right in at 
least one particular. This was in his observa- 
tion that the whole system is wrong. There are 
times when it is a pleasure to reward thought- 
ful and efficient service. But it is worse than 
an imposition to be compelled, whether or no, 
to offer gratuities for indifferent or grudging 
service, because of the realization that the re- 
fusal to give a tip will, if the opportunity is 
presented, react upon the person courageous 
enough, or foolish enough, to stand upon his 
rights. 


Those who were fortunate enough to be able 
to visit the exhibits displayed in connection 
with the third National 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club 
Congress in Chicago 
saw there many” con- 
vincing evidences of the 
progress which is being 
made by the young peo- 
ple on the farms of the 
United States in better- 
ing the conditions under which they live. 
couraged by those who have undertaken 
show them the way, these boys and girls have 
learned, during the last three or four years, 
lessons of thrift and the no less important 
secret of beauty and its practical adaptation in 
their daily life. 

For generations the belief prevailed that in 
the cities alone were there opportunities tor 
advancement, for enjoyment, for the cultiva- 
tion of art, and for all the many things desired 
by the voung and the ambitious. But it has 
heen proved, by simple practical experience, 
that on the farms, as- well, there is found, by 
those who seek it, equal opportunity along 
these lines. With this realization it may he 
that these voung people are answering, in a 
wav that was unexpected, the question so long 
mooted, How is the migration from the farms 
to the cities to be checked? It mav be that 
the heretofore steady exodus has been caused 
by the lack of opportunity for the operation of 
that initiative which nearly all American boys 
and girls possess. Compelled to follow a beaten 
path which they once believed could lead them 
nowhere except along a way which has proved 
none too pleasant or profitable, they have natu- 
rally sought opportunity elsewhere. These ad- 
ventures have not all been successful. The 
rainbow’s end has often proved a _ will-o’-the- 
wisp, illusive and disappointing. 

So it came about that many of these voung 
people, assured by friendly advisers that right 
at home and at their hands were opportunities 
which had been overlooked, were-led to seck 
proof of this fact. The proof has been found. 
There were exhibited at the Chicago congress, 
in friendly competition for prizes and medals 
offered, some of the products of the initiative 
and industry of these club members. 

One need not delve deeply to see in the move- 
mept a most encouraging evidence of the 
tendency of a progressive people to adapt their 
affairs to the solution of every perplexing ero- 
nomic or social problem. It has been made to 
appear that the welfare of the people of the 
United States can be best advanced by a sta- 
bilization of rural populations. The movement 
toward the cities has been proved to be eco- 
nomically unsound. So it follows that the need 
js to make the farm more attractive, not senti- 
mentally only, but profitably and esthetically. 
This accomplishment the boys and girls are 
proving possible. 
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Covering, as it does, forty-one acres. it should 
perhaps be no surprise to learn that the Ser- 
pentine, that wonderful lake in Hyde Park, Lon- 
don, now holds some 2.000,000 gallons more 
than it used to, as a result of having been raised 
recently nine inches. It was Queen Caroline. 
the wife of George I], who in 1733 conceived 
the idea of making the Serpentine to beautify 
the surroundings of her house at Kensington 
in passing, she also took 300 acres from Hyde 
Park for the same reason—and it was she who 
dared to give the new lake a curved shape. At 
that time the landscape gardeners were com- 
pletely under the influence of the formal Dutch 
style, with its straight-sided pieces of water. 
and she decided on the present shape, which, 
although it is only slightly curved, was consid- 
ered sufficiently different to merit the title “Ser- 
pentine.” 


While a squib recently published in the Boston 
Herald had merit from the standpoint of a play 
on words, some question may be aroused by a 
comment concerning it a day or so later. The 
paragraph in question read: “Quite fitting that 
the aVia in aviation should once have meant 
pathless.””

“The Lobby” at Westminster—and Elsewhere
